Brown said he plans to contact 
circulators of 58 petitions filed 
by Taft to qualify for the sen­ 
atorial race in which Brown him­ 
self is a Republican opponent.

Second, eventually the loan 
munyt be repaid. And the money 
found to repay it.

It also has borrowed through 
debentures, both straight and 
convertible, and has tapped the 
market for short-term loans. 
It all depended on the state of 
the money market at the time— 
and the state of the stock m ar­ 
ket. 
In today’s bull market, with 
popular stock average indexes 
hitting record highs, sale of 
more common stock couldn’t 
help but look attractive — to a 
company whose stocks are in 
demand at w e l l over the $100 
mark.

Spurred by the tragic effects 
of the drug, thalidomide, the 
Commission on Drug Safety, in 
conjunction 
with the 
United 
States Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration, is engaged in an active 
program for the protection 
of 
pregnant women and their un­ 
born children. 
These forces 
are rigidly es­ 
tablishing safety rules aimed at 
the recurrence of such a calam­ 
ity. 
A recent conference on the 
p r e n a t a l effects of drug? 
brought together some of the 
most distinguished scientists in 
the field of medicine and allied 
endeavors. 
The purpose of the 
confer­ 
ence was “to summarize briefly 
what is known about prenatal 
(before birth) effects of drugs 
on human embryos and to dis­ 
cuss the methods for minimiz­ 
ing drug reactions in the un­ 
born child.” 
Birth malformations of new­ 
born babies were 
intensively 
studied from the point of view 
of drugs, in order to learn how 
to prevent these defects. 
Dr. George H. Acheson, Pro­ 
fessor of Pharmacology at the 
University of Cincinnati College 
of Medicine, said: “The Con­ 
ference 
members 
exchanged 
information gained in animal ex­ 
periments since the thalidomide 
tragedy.” 
He further stated: “ Women 
of child-bearing age should not 
be given drugs or take them 
themselves unless clear 
and 
pressing reasons exist for tak­ 
ing them. It should be widely 
recognized that the taking of a 
drug always entails a risk to 
the taker, that millions of peo­ 
ple take drugs, unnecessarily, 
and that there is no such thing 
as a drug completely safe 
to 
take.” 
Dr. F. Clarke Fraser, 
Pro­ 
fessor of Genetics at McGill 
University, emphasized that in­ 
dividuals vary widely in their 
reactions to drugs. In an effort 
to prevent birth deformities, Dr. 
Fraser recommends a complex 
program of communication be­ 
tween doctors everywhere on 
the drugs used during preg­ 
nancy. 
The conference deliberated on 
all the safety factors necessary 
for the prevention of birth de­ 
fects. Although it could 
not 
definitively establish the effects 
of all drugs 
in all doses, the 
conference did clarify many of 
the confusions that exist. Fur­ 
ther meetings were proposed. 
All medication during preg­ 
nancy should be administered, 
supervised and controlled by the 


physician, in order to ensure its 
greatest efficiency and its great­ 
est safety to the mother and to 
the child. 


The diagnosis of mental re­ 
tardation in infants should 
be 
made with 
extreme 
caution, 
suggests Dr. Richard Koch of 
Los Angeles, California. An in­ 
tensive nine-year study of 143 
children was conducted at the 
Child Development Clinic 
of 
the Children’s Hospital in L o • 
Angeles. 
Dr. Koch found that twenty- 
four per cent of the children 
who had previously been classi­ 
fied as “retarded” before the 
age of one, were later found to 
have IQ’s in the normal range. 
He stresses that the diagnosis 
of retardation in many instan­ 
ces was originally made because 
of the child’s inability to see or 
to hear properly due to defective 
vision or hearing. When these 
defects were corrected w i t h 
eyeglasses and hearing aids, the 
children were able to function 
normally. 
Parents are 
urged to seek 
complete and 
definitive con­ 
firmation before 
they 
accept 
the crucial diagnosis of mental 
retardation.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Of­ 
ficials asserted today that a 
drop in state cigarette tax reve­ 
nues since the federal health re­ 
port has a long way to go be­ 
fore affecting a bond retirem ent 
program. 
State Treasurer John D. Her­ 
bert estimated that the state 
could survive a 33 per cent cut 
in the cent-a-pack levy for bond 
retirement before encountering 
difficulty. He said he did not an­ 
ticipate such a decline. 
The penny tax imposed to re­ 
tire 1953 capital improvement 
bonds brought in more than $13.1 
million in the last fiscal year. 
Herbert said about $8.5 mil­ 
lion will be needed for bond re­ 
tirement scheduled this calen­ 
dar year. 
He said that left a $4.5 million 
margin for shrinkage before it 
would be necessary to tap reven­ 
ues from the state’s regular 
four-cent cigarette tax for bond 
retirement.

Held said Tuesday’s boycott 
cost the city $50,100 and an anti­ 
school boycott ordinance is need­ 
ed to stop civil rights leaders 
from “intimidating citizens to 
violate the law by preventing 
children from attending school.” 
City Solicitor William A. Mc 
Clam said he would draft the 
proposed ordinance but doubts 
its constitutionality because, he

interfere with 
freedom of speech. 
Councilmen Charles P. Taft 
and Theodore M. Berry opposed 
the ordinance when Held intro­ 
duced it Wednesday. Taft said 
it “would be well out of our 
scope because the city’s juris 
diction extends only to the city 
limits, w h e r e a s the board’s 
(Board of Education) jurisdic­ 
tion extends beyond the city 
boundaries.”

sponsored by tw'o civil rights 
groups 
protesting 
alleged

facto segregation. Reports said 
about 18,000 pupils stayed home 
because of it. 
Held said the boycott cost the 
Police Department $5,100 in pre­

schools $45,000.

WASHINGTON (A P^-The ad 
ministration’s wheat bill for the 
1964 crop drew criticism today 
from Rep. Delbert Latta, R-Ohio 
a member of the Hou se Agricu l­ 
tu re Committee. 
Latta said the so-called v olu n­ 
tary bill is any thing bu t v olu n­ 
tary and if passed by Congress 
the wheat farm ers wou ld hav e 
this option: 
Take 69 per cent of parity for 
his crop and go into a wheat 
program that he already has 
said (in last y ear’s referendu m) 
he does not want or stay ou t of 
the program and sell his wheat 
at a feed grain price of $1.30 
a bu shel.

and It is a misnomer for the 
administration to call it a v ol­ 
u ntary program ,” Latta said. 
"The administration’s plan is

Hou se failed to recommend it 
for passage when they reported 
it to the fu ll committee.” 
The Democratic-backed wheat 
bill inclu des a certificate plan 
to be paid by the millers. It is 
similar to the certificate pro­ 
gram rejected by wheat farm ers 
in last May ’s referendu m ex cept 
that the latter wou ld hav e been 
mandatory . 
Under the new bill, wheat 
farm ers

CLEVELAND (AP) — Morris 
R. Blane, a lawyer who special­ 
ized in bankruptcy practices for 
15 years, has been indicted by 
a federal grand jury which had 
been investigating U. S. Bank 
ruptcy Court proceedings. 
The 53 - year - old Shaker 
Heights attorney was named 
Wednesday in five counts stem­ 
ming from the bankruptcy in 
1961 of Sterling Jewelry & Ap­ 
pliance Co. Blane was attorney 
for the firm, which had done 
business in Cleveland and Ak­ 
ron. 
The nine - page indictment 
against Blane listed Harold I.

To Curb Reds Falls Apart 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Richard 
M. Nixon, vice president under 
former 
President 
Dwight 
D. 
Eisenhower, says the “grand al­ 
liance” formed by Eisenhower 
to stop the spread of commu­ 
nism “is coming apart at the 
seams.” 
He urged there be a summit 
conference involving the United 
States, France, Great Britain 
and West Germany to form a 
united front against communism 
in Africa, Southeast Asia and 
other world trouble spots. 
Nixon, speaking at a Hamilton 
County Republican Party Lin- 
Lincoln Day D i n n e r Wednes­ 
day night, criticized President 
Johnson’s 
foreign 
policy. 
He 
said it is inconsistent, uncertain 
and 
has 
the 
appearance of 
weakness. 
“We cannot sell wheat to Rus­ 
sia and then object when our 
allies want to sell strategic ma­ 
terials to Castro (inconsistent). 
“One day our position is one 
of supporting a free Viet Nam; 
the next day we give support 
to those who are calling for 
neutralism in that area (uncer­ 
tain). 
“It is difficult to name any 
place in the world where the 
United States is not being black­ 


mailed, threatened, insulted or 
kicked 
around by some pip­ 
squeak dictator (weak)” 
Of nations which seek to have 
a policy of neutrality. Nixon said 
“No nation in the world could 
afford the luxury of neutrality 
if it were not for the power of 
the United States.” 
As for Panama, many issues 
could be negotiated, he said, but 
“ as far as treaty rights are con­ 
cerned — the operation of the 
canal and maintenance of the 
Canal Zone — these are rights 
which are not negotiable.” 
Nixon also gave considerable 
time to the civil rights bill pas­ 
sed by the House. He said, “ A 
law is only as good as the will 
of the people to keep it. 
“ Much of the good that the 
law will do will be destroyed if 
the irresponsible tactics of some 
of the extreme civil rights lead­ 
ers continue.” 
He urged “ responsible civil 
rights leaders to take over from 
the extremists.” 
“The hate engendered by dem­ 
onstrations and boycotts have 
Americans 
against Americans 
and has created an atmosphere 
of hate and distrust which, if it 
continues to grow, will make a 
new law a law in name only,” 
he said.
